Some of you may not have had the pleasure to meet 
and know John Martin personally, but to those who did 
know him can realize how much a loss it is to our ama- 
teur radio community. 

In my opinion, and I am sure that there are others who 
will agree with me, that John can be considered a 
“Professional Amateur Radio Operator’, if there is such 
a title. 

At this time I would like to tell you a little about John. 
John and Maureena KBS5SMX married 45 years ago. 
They have a son, Johnny Jr. KCSOAK and a daughter 
Yvonne KCSQDY, three grandkids and 2 great grand- 
kids ages 3 and 1. John also has a brother Tommy living 
in Georgia and a sister Nina Guidry living in Lafayette. 
As you can see, ham radio runs in the family. 

When I upgraded to General Class license in 1996, I was looking for a HF rig to get on 
the air. I had spoken to John numerous times before I upgraded and he seemed a very 
knowledgeable person in all aspects of amateur radio although I did not know him very 
well at that time. Anyway, John asked that I give him a chance to check around before I 
went out and bought something. John was always on the “Trader’s Nets” and after a few 
days found a nice starter station at a very reasonable price, so with John’s approval, I pur- 
chased the complete station excluding antenna. John suggested that an “inverted V” on a 
push-up pole was the best way to go for the price and effort. I was not disappointed in any 
of his decisions. I find this story familiar to many of the new hams in the area. 

John was always honest, fair, precise and used good judgment in everything he did or 
said. He did not beat around the bush, he told you like it was! When you had a problem 
concerning amateur radio you could always depend on John to help you out. He was con- 
sidered to be “Johnny on the Spot”. Ever since I have known John, he has participated in 
about every club event, his specialty was Field Day and our Hamfest. He helped with 
classes for new hams, helped set up ham stations in many of the hospitals and when they 
encountered problems, John was always there. John was also an Assistant Emergency Co- 
ordinator for Lafayette Parish and helped install and maintain the new equipment at the Par- 
ish Emergency Operations Center. 

John is irreplaceable in my book!

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This Month’s Recipe

Herman, you asked for recipes. 


This is a recipe from my Mom, who dictated it to me. It has been in the 
family for, well, ever since I can remember. It is well over 120 years old, 
perhaps more. 

This is from my Mom's grandfather. My mother's maiden name was 
Louviere, and was from Port Arthur, TX. Her parents lived there in Port Ar- 
thur, but were both originally from around Jeanerette and New Iberia area. 
Her mother was a Prevost. 

I remember visiting that side of the family, up around Jeanerette, as a 
kid. There was an old great uncle that was blind, had goats he would hook 
up to a little 2 wheel goat cart, and the younger kids could sit in it and drive 
them around. 

He was also the "crazy uncle" that tried to build an airplane back around 
the time of the Wright brothers. The family thought he was crazy and 
wouldn't let him fly it. There was still the wing sections in the barn, bare 
ribs, no covering. Mom took me out to the barn and showed me the remain- 
ing pieces of the plane he had built. Someone may know about that. That 
would have been in the early 1960's that we visited, and the old man died 
shortly after that. 

This recipe came from my Mom's Grandfather Prevost who made it for 
his kids to make the meat go further. More than 100 year old recipe. 

Anyway, this is an unusual recipe, only in the fact that I've never seen it 
made anywhere else. The ingredients are all pure Southern Louisiana.

EchoLink Demonstration 


On Thursday January 15, 2009 
Nick Pugh K5QXJ along with 
Becky Ducet, Program Director of 
the Children’s Museum of Acadi- 
ana gave a demonstration of how 
EchoLink works to a group of 
young students at Paul Breaux Mid- 
dle School Science Club in Lafay- 
ette. Marie Annette Chapman was 
in charge of conducting the group 
sessions. 

Using the 2 meter WSEXI-R in 
Lafayette, Nick connected up with 
stations in Wisconsin and Michi- 
gan. 
Curt KU8L in Livonia, Michi- 
gan was the first EchoLink contact 
to talk to the students. He reported 
that the temperature was a —27° 
with a chill factor of around -35°, 
while the students were reporting a 
+41° here in Lafayette. Curt gave a 
brief description of his amateur ra- 
dio career and stated he is familiar 
with the Lafayette area as he trav- 
eled down this way last year with a 
band group. 

The second EchoLink was Tom 
N9ORPQ in Fond Du Lac, Wisconsin 
to chat with the students. Weather 
conditions info were also ex- 
changed and a brief history of his 
ham radio career.

Subject: ULL Balloon 


Flight 


Well, ballooners, this was quite 
the adventure....Liftoff from 
NOAA office in Lake Charles at 
about 8:39 CST this morning 
(Saturday Jan 31). Picked up a 120 
mph jet-stream at around 40,000 
feet over Crowley. GPS quit send- 
ing positions above 65,000 feet. 
The crew issued a cut down com- 
mand somewhere over the Atchafa- 
laya basin, and the descent began. 
Positions began to be received 
again when it reached lower alti- 
tude, and it got another ride from 
the jet-stream - east towards Don- 
aldsonville. 

The bottom line - the thing flew 
140 miles, reached perhaps 90,000 
feet altitude, and dropped down 
right, smack, dead center, mid- 
stream in the Mississippi about a 
mile or so upstream of the Sunshine 


Bridge. We suspected a splashdown 
rather than a landing when we saw 
a few packets at 15 ft altitude, 
speed 2.3 mph, in a direction just 
exactly parallel with Ole Man 
River ! Sure enough, some sharp 
eyed ladies at the Motiva Corp. 
dock spotted it drifting along. 

Thanks to the kindly assistance 
of the folks from Weber Marine's 
barge, Latanya, , who took their 
crew boat, MV Bad Bill, out and 
fished it out of the river, the gang 
from ULL got their payload back 
intact and complete, albeit soggy. 
As I write this they should be in the 
process of cleaning up and drying 
out the contents.
